A Peculiar Nut. 


General Gorden was very talkative ono 
evening, explaining to us his pet theory, 
viz., that the Seychellcb Islands which 
are situated to the northeast of Mada- 
gascar, aro the site of the Garden of Eden! 
Me gave many reasons for thinking so— 
one being that there was a tree found 
there that is not to be found in any other 
part of the world.

It is called the 
Coco-dc-Mer, o r ' ' n u t of the sea," and 
has many peculiaritien.

shaped like a-heart, but with its husk 
taken off it is like a man's body from the 
chest to the knees. 
To raise a tree, he 
explained, u nut is laid on the ground 
and covered with leaves.

An English paper announces that •

tho attention 
and then the visits of 


Tho Birds Having Vanished. Gruos 
IncrcaKod — Tho Crows 
Brought 
iiuck, Slaughter tlic Grubs. 


The crow is so universally looked upon 
" as a sort of vermin which no ])ains should 
be spared to rid every community 
of, 
that it will be hard for most people to- 
believe there is at least one spot where 
he 
is not 
only 
mnde 
a 
welcome 
visitor, but to which he was actually 
coaxed and begged to return, after hav- 
ing been driven away by years of merci- 
less persecution. 
That spot is the por- 
tion of Edgar County, III., known as 
Ashmore's Grove. 
Twenty years agO' 
there had never been many crows in that 
vicinity, but one season about that time 
they began to arrive in countless num- 
bers. There seemed to be no end to their 
coming. 
They occupicd every piece of 
woods for miles around, and it was esti- 
mated that the colony contained not less- 
than 500,000 of what the farmers sup- 
posed were winged marauders. 
It is 
rich pmrie land out there, 
and sixty 
bushels of corn to the acre was not too* 
much to expect as an average yield- 
Naturally, everybody believed that this 
great army of crows had heard of that 
garden spot, and had marched upon it to 
devastnte the newlj'^ planted fields, and 
leave ruin and famine in their wake, so- 
men, women, and children organized in 
a systematic campaign against the black 
destroyers. 
They were hunted in their- 
roosts, they were trapped, they were 
poisoned, and they were even pursued by 
fire, the torch being applied at night to 
woods where they roosted, and the loca- 
tion of which did not endanger other 
property. 
Thousands of 
crows were 
killed every night, but still the survivors 
of the colony lingered in the locality and 
swarmed upon the fields. 


The farmers of Edgar County noticed 
another new visitor that season—a grub- 
that not only attacked the roots of the 
young corn, but also played bavoc with 
the grass. 
The farmers bemoaned these- 
disastrous visitations greatly, for it never 
occurred to them that the crow wa3 
anaong them for any other purpose tham 
evil. 
So the v.\arefare on the crow was 
carried on with merciless vigor, and tho 
next season there was a very decided de- 
crease in the crow colony. 
It grew 
smaller and smaller year by year, until 
only a few wild and straggling liock» i)Ut;. 
in an appearance. 


During all this time the yuikl of corn, 
per acre had gradually decreased, and 
the crow was credited with being the 
principal cause of the loss. 
The grub 
was still at work, but the farmers had no 
idea that thev were not able to handle 
him. 
But the first season the crows 
failed to appear the yield of corn was 
smaller than it had ever been, and the 
season was one of the most favorable for 
corn in the histor}' of the country. Some 
of the farmers went to thinking. 'The- 
grub increased in numbers. 
The corn, 
crop kept on growing less and less, until 
ten bushels to the acre was as big a yield 
as that rich prairie bottom wo'uld return 
and the crows had not been permitted to 
get another foothold in the* region either- 
Then the thinking farmers made up their 
minds that the reason the crov.'s had put 
in such a large and sudden appearance 
at Ashmore s Grove a few years before was 
that they had simply followed the wake of 
the grubs, and had come to feed on that, 
irrepressible jiest, and then the com- 
munity felt like kicking itself clear out. 
of the State. 
They vrent to work to try 
and get the crows back again. 
They 
sent clear to the Wabash country, where 
the biggest crow roost on top of earth 
is located, and had thousands of crows 
captured and forwarded to them. These 
were released at Ashmore's Grove, and 
finding everything pleasant and peaceful 
there the crows remained, 
llore than 
that, news of the situation must have 
been communicated by these crows to 
others, for in a few weeks there were 
more crows in that locality than had been 
known for years. The next season some- 
thing like the old-time colony took up 
its quarters in the woods, and that fall 
the biggest crop of corn that had been 
known in the region for five years was 
gathered. 
Nobody disturbed the crows, 
and the man who would have dared to- 
molest one around Ashmore's Grove would 
have been lynched. 
In four years that 
prairie was raising sixty bushels to the 
acre again, and the blue grass was back: 
to its old yield. 
As the corn crop in- 
creased the number of crows that made 
their home thereabout decreased. 
That 
was because they had lessened tho grub 
crop, 60 that there was no use for so 
large a force to work there, and they 
went to other fields of usefulness. 
But 
there have always been 
enough 
crows- 
around Ashmore's to keep 
down 
the 
grubs, and what corn the big birds eat 
by way of dessert is not half v/hat the 
farmers consider that they earn as a 
premium for the good they do. 
And 
there is one thing certain: 
It won't be 
well for any one who goes out into tliat 
part of Edgar County and says hard 
things against the crow,—iVeM?

IDLE HORSES ON THE FAllM. 


The ])roblem what to do with farm 
horses during the five months' lull in 


confined a considerable portion of thf 
time. 
With a little (¡are in gathering up 
and storing away projiorly, so that its 
most valuable properties will be retained, 
a considerabp (juantity of valuable fértil- 
i/er. especially for the garden aud small 
fruits, may l^e securcd. 


It is very necessary for the liealth aud 
comfort of tho fowls to keep their quar- 
ters clean, and if this is done the drop- 
])ings should bo gathered up every few 
days and be stored where they Avill keep 
dry. 
Dry dirt or sifted coal ashes are 
the beat materials to use as an absorbent, 
although when these cannot' bo had con- 
veniently, cut-straw can be made to au- 
swer. 
Coarse litter should not be used, 
if the largest beuetit from tho manure is 
desired. 
Old boxe^ or barrels can be 
utiIi>;od for storing away. 
It sliould be 
kept dry, and if this is done, will bo in 
good condition to ap])ly by spring. 
If 
properly cared for it can be easily'fined, 
and in this (ioudition can be thoroughly 
incorporated with the soil. 
With small 
fruits and with all garden plants that are 
planted sufficiently far apart to render it 
economical, the better plan is to a])ply 
in the hill, taking pains to incorporate 
well with the soil before sowing the seed 
or setting out the plants. 


With the small ijarden plants, or those 
grown closer together, like onions, let- 
tuce or radishes, a good plan is to pre- 
pare the soil in a good tilth, ready to 
sow the seed, and then scatter the fértil- 
i/er evenly over the surface; and then 
with a good steel garden-rake work well 
into 
the surface. 
This will place 
it 
where it can be reached by the roots of 
the ])lants. 
As it is a very concentrated 
fertilizer, a small quantity will answer for 
each plant, when applied in the hill; and 
as it can be readily fined, it should be 
stored carefully and used in the spring 
in the oarden. 
It is well worth taking 
considerable pains to save and apply.— 
—Prairie Farmer,

Xlie Birds Havin«: Vanlshetl, GruOB 
Increu^ocl — Tho Crows Brouj^ht 
Back, SlauKlitcr tho Grubs. 


The crow is so universally looked upon 
' as a sort of vermin which no pains should 
be spared to rid every community of, 
that it will be hard for most people to- 
believe there is at least one spot where 
he 
is not 
only 
mnde 
a 
welcome 
visitor, but to which he was actually 
coaxed and begged to return, after hav- 
ing been driven away by years of merci- 
less persecution. 
That spot is the por- 
tion of P^dgar County, 111., known as 
Ashmore's Grove. 
Twenty years agO' 
there had never been many crows in that 
vicinity, but one season about that time 
they began to arrive in countless num- 
bers, There seemed to be no end to their 
coming. 
They occupied every piece of 
woods for miles around, and it was esti- 
mated that the colony contained not lesa- 
than fiOO,OUO of what tlie farmers sup- 
posed M'erc winged marauders. 
It is 
rich prairie land out there, and sixty 
bushels of corn to the acre was not too- 
much to expect as an average yield. 
Naturally, everybody believed that this- 
great army of crows had heard of that 
garden spot, and had marched upon it to 
deviistate the newly planted fields, and 
leave ruin and famine in their wake, so 
men, women, and children organized in 
a systematic campaign against the black 
destroyers. 
They were hunted in their 
roosts, they were trapped, they were 
poisoned, and they were even pursued by 
fire, the torch being applied at night to 
woods where they roosted, and the loca- 
tion of which did not endanger other 
property. 
Thousands of crows were 
killed every night, but still the survivors 
of the colony lingered in the locality and 
swarmed ujion the fields. 


The farmers of Edgar County noticed 
another new visitor that season—a grub- 
that not only attacked the roots of the 
young corn, but also played havoc with 
the G'rass. 
The farmers bemoaned these 
o 


disastrous visitations greatly, for it never 
occurred to them that the crow was 
among them for any other purpose thanr 
evil. 
So the warefare on the crow was 
carried on with merciless vigor, and the 
next season there was a verv decided de- 
crease in the crow colon3\ 
It grew 
smaller and smaller year b^- year, until 
only a few wild and straggling fiocks put 
in an appearance. 


During all this time the yi£ld of corn 
per acre had gradually decreased, and 
the crow was credited with being the 
principal cause of the loss. 
The grub 
was still at work, but the farmers had no 
idea that they were not able to handle 
him. 
But the first season the crows 
failed to appear the yield of corn was 
smaller than it had ever been, and the 
season was one of the most favorable for 
corn in the history of the country. Some 
of the farmers went to thinkini^. 'The- 
grub increased in numbers. 
The corn 
crop kept on growing less and less, until 
ten bushels to the acre was as big a yield- 
as that rich prairie bottom woXild return 
and the crows had not been permitted to 
get another foothold in the-region either. 
Then the thinking farmers made up their 
minds that the reason the crovrs had put 
in such a lare:e and sudden appearance 
at Ashmore's Grove a few years btfore was 
that they had simply followed the wake of 
the grubs, and had come to feed on that, 
irrepressible pest, and then the com- 
munity felt like kicking itself clear out. 
of the State, 
They v^ent to work to try 
and get the crows back again. 
They 
sent clear to the Wabash country, where 
the biggest crow roost on top of earth 
is located, and had thousands of crows 
captured and forwarded to them. These 
were released at Ashmore's Grove, and 
finding everything pleasant and peaceful 
there the crows remained. 
More than 
that, news of the situation must have 
been communicated by these crows to 
others, for in a few weeks there were 
more crows in that locality than had beea* 
known for years. The next season some- 
thing like the old-time colony took up 
its quarters in the woods, and that fall 
the biggest crop of corn that had been 
known in the region for five years was 
gathered. 
Nobody disturbed the crows, 
and the man who would have dared to 
molest one around Ashmore's Grove would 
have been lynched. 
In four years that 
prairie was raising sixty bushels to the 
acre again, and the blue grass was back: 
to its old yield. 
As the corn crop in- 
creased the number of crows that made 
their home thereabout decreased. 
That 
was because they had lessened the grub 
crop, so that there was no use for so 
large a force to woi'k there, and they 
went to other fields of usefulness. 
But 
there have always been enough crows 
around Ashmore's to keep down the^ 
grubs, and what corn the big birds eat 
by way of dessert is not half v/hat tlie- 
farmers consider that they earn as a 
premium for the good the}^ do. 
And 
there is one thing certain: 
It won't be 
well for any one who goes out into tliat 
part of Edgar County and siiys hard 
things against the cmw.—YorJcJ:>un,.

HAKKtXG CLOTHES. 


It is of essential importance that 


clothes should be marked and numbered. 
This is often done with ink; but as some 
persons like to :uark with silk, we shall 
describe the siitch. Two threads are to 
be taken each way of the cloth, and the 
needle must l>e passed three wavs in or- 
der that the stitch may be comolere. The 
nrst is aslant from the person toward the 
right hand; the second is downward to- 
ward you. and the third is the reverse of 
the first—that is, aslant from you toward 
the left hfad.

the area. 
Plant a less acreage, but re- 
ceive a larger yield. Tins is one very im- 
})ortant item in reducing the cost with 
quite a number of crops. 
In attempting 
to farm or work too large an area the 
work of preparing the land, planting, 
seeding and cultivating the crop is not 
done in a thorough manner or in good 
season, and in consequence the yield is 
ligiit and the profit small. 
As a general

Curried Eggs—Heat a pint of milk; 
add to it two teaspoonfuls of curry pow- 
der, rubbed smooth in a little cold milk; 
let simmer, and thicken with a teaspoon- 
ful of corn starch rubbed with the saucc 
of butter; boil six eggs hard, cut them 
in slices and lay in thp sauce; let them 
stand over the fire until heated. 


Mutton Chops Larded—Beat chops flat 
and lard them with salt pork. 
Put in 
a saucepan, sprinkle with minced onions, 
pepper and salt. 
Cover with soup stock 
and let simmer one hour; thicken the 
gravy with browned flour, add the juice 
of a lemon, one spoonful of mushroom 
catsup and a wine-glass of currant jelly.

Over all squeeze the juice of a 
lemon and sprinkle plentifully with pow- 
dered sugar. Serve very cold. Any deli- 
icate cake baked in layers and put to* 
gether with layers of bananas sliced very 
thin will make a choice dessert. 
The 
cake should be served with sweetened 
whipped cream or it -will be too dry to be 
palatable. 


Boiled Chicken with 
Oysters—^Pre- 
pare the chicken as for roasting, adding 
chopped oysters to the stufting. 
Put the 
fowl in a tin pail, tightly covered, and 
place tho pail in a pot of cold water. 
Boil for 
or two hours, as required. 
Make a gravy from the liquor in the pail, 
adding to it some of tho oysters. 
Take 
a half dozen of the largest oysters cooked 
until the edges curl and lay over tho 
chicken.

SCIENTIFIC AND INDUSTRIAL. 


Experiments in St. Petersburg bavt 
shown thnt boiling milk greatly reduces 
its nutritiousness. 


There is within ft few miles of Hazel 
Green, Ky., a bank of clay that makes a 
very superior calciminc when dissolved 
ill water. 


In a paper to the Vienna Academy ol 
Science, Theodor Gross has doubted that 
sulphur is an element, believing, for rea- 
sons soon to bo given, that it is a com- 
pound of carbon with some other as yet 
undetermined elementary substivnce. 


Compound locomotives are tp be the 
railway ens^ines of the future. 
In com- 
petitive trials in Eniiland a oompound 
locomotive consumed 
twenty-two 
pet 
cent, less fuel than the ordinary loco- 
motive lunning under exactly the »aine 
conditions. 


There is talk in Prance of 
utilizing 
water courses as a railway motive power. 
It is proposed that the track shall be laid

Hydrauhc power is now being applied 
to the manufacture of 
seamless steel 
boats. 
These boats are claimed to be 
proof against the destructive influences 
of sun and shower and to be much more 
durable and reliable than the ordinary 
wooden boats. 
Though made of steel, 
the weight will not be greater than that 
of a vrooden boat of the same size, aud 
the buoyancy will consequently be not 
less. 
It is contended that in every re- 
spect the seamless steel boat will 
be 
superior to the wooden one, and the cost 
of the one wiU not be materially greater 
than that of the othefT* •
